Colombia rebels set date 
to free French journalist 


BOGOTA (AFP) - The leftist 
Colombian guerrilla group 
FARC has said it will free on 
Wednesday a French journal¬ 
ist taken prisoner nearly a 
month ago. 

A correspondent for 
France 24 TV, 3 5-year-old 
Romeo Langlois was cap¬ 
tured by the FARC in April 
during an attack on a Colom¬ 
bian army unit that he had 
embedded with to film a 


counter-drug operation. 

"The coordinates of the lo¬ 
cation where Langlois will be 
freed will be submitted at an 
opportune time to the human¬ 
itarian mission composed of 
the ICRC, Piedad Cordoba 
and a French delegate," the 
FARC statement on Sunday 
said. 

It said they were still wait¬ 
ing for details of the security 
protocol for the handover.

Beryl now tropical storm, nears 
southeast U S coast 


MIAMI(AFP) - Beryl was up¬ 
graded to a tropical storm latge 
yesterday as it plowed toward 
the coast of the southeastern 
United States, casting a 
shadow over the first big beach 
weekend of the US summer 
season. 

"Beryl stronger. Now a 
tropical storm," the National 
Hurricane Center said in its lat¬ 
est advisory, with the storm 
about 110 miles (175 kilome¬ 
ters) southeast of Jacksonville, 
Florida. 

It said the system was now 
packing sustained winds of 65 
miles per hour and was to 
make landfall in northern 
Florida later in the day. 

The forecasters said it will 
then turn overland into Florida 
and Georgia today and Tues¬ 
day before turning back to¬ 


ward the coast and out to sea 
once more. 

The storm was set to strike 
during the long Memorial Day 
holiday weekend in which 
hordes of Americans typically 


head for the beaches to cele¬ 
brate the beginning of the sum¬ 
mer season.

Dutch government to levy 
steep fine to students who 
have prolonged their studies! 


ORANJESTAD - Aruba is 
preparing for the implementa¬ 
tion of the so-called 
"langstudeerboete” (fine for 
prolonged studies). Director of 
the educational department of 
Aruba House in Holland, 
Samuel Dumfries, anticipates 
that quite a few Aruban stu¬ 
dents will be faced with this 
new measure from the Dutch 
government. The prolonged 
studies fine will take effect 
when a student fails to com¬ 
plete his/her Bachelor or Mas¬ 
ters within the time period 
stipulated for the degree pro- 
gram.In the event the study pro¬ 
gram extends beyond one year, 
that is one year later than it was 
programed to be completed, the 
student will be levied a fine of 
3.063 Euros! Whafs more, the 
student will also be required to 
pay his tuition immediately in 
one payment. 

Right after this measure was 
announced by the Dutch Gov¬ 
ernment, our Aruban students 
were immediately informed so 
they could be warned about the 
fine that would be levied. Now 
that the deadline, September 
1st 2012, is quickly approach¬ 
ing, everyday we are receiving 
more questions from our stu¬ 
dents regarding this issue. Stu¬ 
dents want to know exactly 


what would be the conse¬ 
quences of this measure for 
them, according to Dumfries. 
Many Aruban students have 
been known to change their 
majors after the first year. It is 
also true that many have great 
difficulty to adapt to Holland. 
Moving from one part of the 
world to another to continue 
one’s education does have its 
challenges and demands much 
from students in particular. Un¬ 
fortunately, the Dutch Go¬ 
vernment does not take this 
into account. 

Mr. Dumfries has expressed 
his grave concern and have 
also indicated his disapproval 
of the measure. According to 
Dumfries, the "langstudeer¬ 
boete'' has also been intro¬ 
duced retroactively, going way 
back to 1991! In other words, 
the rules are being changed in 
"mid-flight." Hence, students 
are being faced with a decision 
that was made for them with¬ 
out any way to change things. 
That, according to Dumfries is 
definitely not fair! To the di¬ 
rector of education at Aruba 
House, the situation is not re¬ 
alistic, nor feasible. And, the 
government of Aruba can 
never pay these fines.

Mr. Dumfries indicated em¬ 
phatically, that this is a Dutch 
measure over which Aruba 
has no influence. Nonetheless 
it is a situation that demands 
our complete attention. 

Students are questioning if 
there is any possibility for 
making payment arrange¬ 
ments. There is no way to as¬ 
certain this, says Dumfries, it 
is a decision of the Dutch Go¬ 
vernment. It is definitely not 
in the interest of the govern¬ 
ment of Aruba, nor the stu¬ 
dent, to terminate their 
studies prematurely. 

Students who began their 
studies this past year are well 
aware of this measure and 


should be prepared for the 
consequences with respect to 
their study duration in the 
Netherlands. The major prob¬ 
lem with this harsh measure 
is the fact that it is retroac¬ 
tive! As a result of this, stu¬ 
dent organizations in Holland 
have decided to take the 
Dutch Government to court 
on this issue. Dumfries is of 
the opinion that more profes¬ 
sionals in education in Hol¬ 
land should oppose the 
measure. On July 25th the 
Court in The Hague will pres¬ 
ent their verdict in the case of 
the "fine for prolonged stu¬ 
dies - retroactively."

And I predict, given 
the circumstances of the high 
cost of energy here and the fa¬ 
vorable atmospheric condi¬ 
tions for either sun and/or wind 
generated energy, there will be 
an overwhelming shift to en¬ 
ergy independence within a 

matter of a few years!. 

ELMAR, will you be ready for 
the enormous drop in re¬ 
venue?? 

In a recent study by a group 


called Carbon Free in the 
United Kingdom, they con¬ 
cluded that because of the ri¬ 
sing cost of oil and other fossil 
fuels and the concern about the 
environment and the desire to 
be energy independent, there 
will be an overwhelming shift 
to energy independence world¬ 
wide!

UN Council condemns Syria over 


massacre 

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The UN Security Council yes¬ 
terday condemned "in the 
strongest possible terms" the 
Syrian government for the 
Houla massacre in which at 
least 108 people were killed. 

A statement agreed by the 
15-nation council, including 
Syrian ally Russia, said the at¬ 
tacks "involved a series of 
government artillery and tank 
shellings on a residential 
neighborhood" and again de¬ 
manded that President Bashar 
al-Assad withdraw heavy 
weapons from Syrian towns. 

"The members of the Secu¬ 
rity Council reiterated that all 
violence in all its forms by all 
parties must cease. Those re¬ 


sponsible for acts of violence 
must be held accountable," 
said the statement. 

UN observers in Syria saw 
at least 108 bodies in Houla in¬ 
cluding 49 children and at least 
seven women, UN officials 
said. 

Britain’s UN ambassador 
Mark Lyall-Grant said that the 
council statement, while im¬ 
portant, was not enough. 

"Over the next two days, 
the Security Council will be 
meeting again to discuss in 
more detail what steps need to 
be taken," Lyall Grant told re¬ 
porters. 

UN-Arab League special 
envoy Kofi Annan is to brief 
the Security Council on the 


Syria crisis at a new meeting 
on Wednesday. 

Syrian authorities yesterday 
denied their forces carried out 
the killing in the central town 
of Houla, ahead of a visit by 
peace envoy Kofi Annan. 

The regime was "not at all" 
to blame for the massacre in 
Houla, central Homs province, 
that sparked an international 
outcry, foreign ministry 
spokesman al-Makdissi in¬ 
sisted. 

Blaming "terrorists" for the 
killings on Friday and Satur¬ 
day, the spokesman said the 
government had opened an in¬ 
vestigation, whose results 
would be out within three 
days.

UN fears spread of Machu 
Picchu town 



LIMA (AFP) - The UN’s cul¬ 
tural arm UNESCO is calling 
for emergency measures to 
prevent the town that feeds 
tourists to Peru’s archeological 
marvel Machu Picchu from be¬ 
coming overrun. 

The 15th century Incan city 
is perched on a mountain high 
above the town of Aguas 
Caliente, which has seen a 
boom in hotels and restaurants 
to accommodate an ever-grow¬ 
ing number of visitors.

Calientes," Nuria Sanz, the 
head of UNESCO for Latin 
America and the Caribbean, 
said during a mission to Peru 
this week. 

The incredible stone ruins 
at Machu Picchu, which means 
"old peak" in the pan-Andean 
native language Quechua, are 
located 2,400 meters (7,900 
feet) above sea level in a re¬ 
mote part of the southeastern 
region of Cusco.

’Love’ conquers all in Cannes

CANNES, France (AFP) - 
"Fove", the wrenching tale of 
an elderly Parisian caring for 
his dying wife, scooped top 
prize in Cannes on Sunday, 
handing a second Palme d'Or 
in three years to Austria's 
Michael Haneke. 

Confirming Haneke's sta¬ 
tus as arguably the most im¬ 
portant film director working 
in Europe, the jury headed by 
Italian director Nanni Moretti 
crowned his latest film above 
21 others racing for Cannes 
Film Festival's top award. 

Haneke's octogenarian ac¬ 
tors, French screen icon Jean- 
Fouis Trintignant, 81, and 
Emmanuelle Riva, 85, 
bowled Cannes over in the 
story of Georges and Anne, 
an adoring couple whose 
bond is tested after she suf¬ 
fers a stroke. 

Hailed as a "masterpiece" 
by critics, and the hands- 
down favourite to win, the 
F rench-language " Fove" 

marked a journey into tender 
new territory for a director 
better known for exposing 
the icy secrets of the soul. 

The director's sober cam¬ 
era chronicles the intimacy of 
Anne's physical and mental 
decline, the crushing efforts 
required of ageing Georges to 
help her stand, wash or eat, 
fulfilling a pledge to care for 
her at home until the end. 


Both actors climbed on 
stage at the star-studded gala 
in the Riviera city to accept 
the award with Haneke, who 
dedicated it to his wife of 30 
years. 

"This film is an illustration 
of the promise we made to 
each other, if either one of us 
finds ourselves in the situa¬ 
tion that is described in the 
film," the 70-year-old direc¬ 
tor told the audience. 

Speaking for the rest of 
the jury, the designer Jean- 
Paul Gaultier said Riva and 
Trintignant had delivered 
"the greatest emotion of all 
the movies we saw." 

"I must say that I cried a 
lot, I was choking. But I love 
to be hurt in that way. It was 
fabulous, very poetic and ab¬ 
solutely admirable." 

Haneke took the Palme 
d'Or three years ago for a 
very different work, "The 
White Ribbon" a black-and- 
white study of malice in a 
German village on the eve of 
World War I, which some 
saw as a parable on the roots 
of Nazi savagery. 

He now joins a highly se¬ 
lect club of two-time laure¬ 
ates, including US director 
Francis Ford Coppola, Den¬ 
mark's Bille August, Serbia's 
Emir Kusturica, Japan's 
Shohei Imamura and the Bel¬ 
gian brothers Jean-Pierre and 


Fuc Dardenne. 

Cannes' best actor award 
went to Danish heart-throb 
Mads Mikkelsen, searing as a 
man falsely accused of mo¬ 
lesting a child in the psycho¬ 
logical thriller "The Hunt" by 
Thomas Vinterberg. 

Two young Romanians, 
Cosmina Stratan and Cristina 
Flutur, shared the best actress 
prize for their roles in Crist- 
ian Mungiu's "Beyond the 
Hills", about a young nun and 
her friend who falls victim to 
a deadly "exorcism". 

Mexican Carlos Reygadas 
took best director prize for 
the puzzling family drama 
"Post Tenebras Fux", whose 
Fatin title means "after dark¬ 
ness, light" and derives from 
the biblical Book of Job. 

The Cannes jury said the 
film — which baffled festival- 
goers — had divided them as 
well, but its defenders won 
out in the end. 

"It is full of the fragility of 
life, the vulnerability of life, 
full of tenderness," said 
British film-maker and juror 
Andrea Arnold, while Haitian 
director Raoul Peck said he 
had "rarely seen such power¬ 
ful images". 


Egypt candidates court 
undecided voters 


Egypt's presidential elec¬ 
tion frontrunners were vying 
for deals with rival candi¬ 
dates Sunday in a bid to ap¬ 
pease a polarised nation that 
will choose between an Is¬ 
lamist and a Mubarak-era 
minister in a June runoff 

Final votes were still 
being counted, but unofficial 
results suggested that the top 
two candidates were the 
Muslim Brotherhood's Mo¬ 
hammed Mursi and Ahmed 
Shafiq, a former premier 
under ousted president Hosni 
Mubarak. 

Middle ground votes were 
up for grabs, with both candi¬ 
dates since Saturday shuttling 
between meetings with dif¬ 
ferent political forces, as they 
compete for the mantle of the 
revolution that ousted long¬ 
time president Hosni 
Mubarak in 2011. 

"The race for the coali¬ 
tions has begun," read the 
headline of the state-owned 
Al-Ahram newspaper. 

On Sunday, share prices 


on the Egypt Exchange de¬ 
clined 3.49 percent with the 
main EGX-30 index slipping 
to 4,789.14 points. 

"The first results of the 
presidential election have 
added to the political nerv¬ 
ousness and uncertainty for 
the future," financial analyst 
Mostafa Saad told AFP. 

The Brotherhood called a 
meeting of various candi¬ 
dates on Saturday afternoon, 
but the campaigns of Abul 
Fotouh, former foreign min¬ 
ister Amr Mussa and 
Nasserist candidate Hamdeen 
Sabbahi said the three would 
not attend. 

According to a tally by the 
Islamist group, Mursi had 
won 25.3 percent of the vote 
and Shafiq 24 percent, with 
Sabbahi at 22 percent. 

Sabbahi said he would re¬ 
fuse any offer to become vice 
president, and told AFP he 
would file a complaint over 
electoral irregularities that 
may affect the result of the 
first round. 


IMF chief sparks Facebook war by Greeks 


ATHENS (AFP) - Greek web 
users waged Facebook war 
against IMF head Christine 
Fagarde on Sunday after she 
accused their countrymen of 
dodging taxes. 

The French managing di¬ 
rector of the International 
Monetary Fund received 
more than 10,000 messages, 
many of them obscene, on 
her page on the online social 
network — where her post¬ 
ings typically draw a couple 
of hundred comments. 

By late Sunday afternoon 
a separate Facebook page had 
sprung up titled "Greeks are 
against Fagarde". 

Its creators described it as 
"the page through which to 
show displeasure as a nation 


towards Fagarde!", with a 
picture of the IMF chief 
Greeks accused Fagarde 
on her page of belittling their 
suffering in an economic cri¬ 
sis that has seen salaries and 
pensions cut, in a recession 
now in its fifth year. 


Fagarde told Britain's 
Guarcuan newspaper in an in¬ 
terview published Friday that 
Greeks must "help them¬ 
selves" by all paying taxes, 
saying she was more con¬ 
cerned about Africans in 
poverty than Greeks in the 
economic crisis.

Report: Ex-PM warns Greece risks 
running out of cash by June 


ATHENS (AFP) - Former 
Greek prime minister Lucas 
Papademos warned Greece 
may run out of money by the 
end of June if international 
bailout funds are cut off fol¬ 
lowing next month’s election, a 
newspaper reported yesterday. 

"From late June onwards,

Switzerland draws up euro¬ 
zone collapse action pian 


GENEVA (AFP) - Switzerland 
does not foresee a break-up of 
the eurozone but is nonetheless 
drawing up an action plan in 
the event of its collapse, the 
country’s central bank chief 
said yesterday. 

Thomas Jordan, who be¬ 
came chairman of the Swiss 
National Bank (SNB) last 
month, told the SonntagsZei- 
tung newspaper that a working 
group was discussing meas¬ 
ures to combat any strengthen¬ 
ing of the safe haven Swiss 
currency. The bank intervened 
in September to stem the rise 
of the Swiss franc which had 
soared as investors sought a se¬ 
cure place for their cash, hurt¬ 
ing Swiss exports and the 
tourism industry. 

Jordan said the eurozone 
crisis had worsened in recent 
weeks and he foresees bumpy 
times ahead. 

"The working group is fo¬ 
cussing mainly on instruments 
to combat a strengthening of 
the franc," said Jordan. "We 
have to be prepared for the sce¬ 
nario of a currency union col¬ 
lapse, although I don’t think 
that will happen. 

"One measure would be

Lady Gaga 
Indonesia 
concert off 
after threats 

JAKARTA (AFP) - Pop diva 
Lady Gaga on Sunday can¬ 
celled her Indonesian concert 
with promoters saying the se¬ 
curity threat was too serious 
after Islamic hardliners 
promised "chaos” if she en¬ 
tered the Muslim nation. 

The promoters had indi¬ 
cated that a deal was being 
hammered out to tone down 
the June 3 concert in Jakarta, 
but the US star’s management 
stood firm, vowing there 
would be no compromise to 
appease religious conserva¬ 
tives. 

"We had to cancel the 
concert in Indonesia," Lady 
Gaga confirmed on Twitter, 
where she has nearly 25 mil¬ 
lion followers, more than 
anyone else on the social net¬ 
working site. 

"I’m so very sorry to the 
fans & just as devastated as 
you if not more. You are 
everything to me." 

Earlier this month, Jakarta 
police refused approval for 
the show after the Islamic 
Defenders Front (FPI) threat¬ 
ened violence if Lady Gaga 
performed, calling her a 
"devil’s messenger" who 
wears only a "bra and 
panties". 

More than 50,000 tickets 
had been sold for the event. 

Lady Gaga is scheduled to 
play three shows in Singa¬ 
pore this week.

STOCKHOLM (AFP) -

voters with her catchy

This year it happened to me," 
was how Loreen, whose real 
name is Lorine Zineb Noka 
Talhaoui, modestly explained 
her victory with 372 points. 

Pictures of the 28-year-old 
daughter of Berber immi¬ 
grants from Morocco draped 
in her country’s yellow and 
blue flag were splashed 
across newspapers in Scan- 
danavia on Sunday.. 

The Russian grannies, a 
choir of elderly village 
women aged up to 76 who 
performed a disco song 
"Party for Everybody" in 
English and their local Finno- 
Ugric language, were de¬ 
lighted to be runners-up. 

"There are tears of joy. 
The Babushki are so happy 
with their success," band ad¬ 
ministrator Maria Tol- 
stukhina. 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - The 
high mortality rate in Mex¬ 
ico’s drug war has seen 
women progress quickly in 
the shadowy underworld of 
the cartels and they are in¬ 
creasingly taking on key 
management roles, a new 
book says. 

"Female Bosses of Narco- 
Traffic," by Arturo Santa- 
maria, a researcher at the 
Autonomous University of 
the State of Sinaloa, traces 
the ascent of women in drug 
trafficking organizations. 

"The narco-traffickers will 
become stronger as a result of 
this," wrote Santamaria. 
"They will be more difficult 
to fight because the women 
appear to be acting smarter." 

An estimated 50,000 peo¬ 
ple have been killed since 
2006 in a government crack¬ 
down on organized crime that 
has set off turf wars among 
rival groups even as they 
fight off the Mexican mili¬ 
tary’s counter-narcotics units. 

Santamaria said the dead 
have been mainly males be¬ 
longing to the cartels, which 
has led to a changing of the 
guard with younger men and 
women rising to the top of 
drug trafficking organizations. 

"Widows, daughters, 
lovers and girlfriends of the 
men, who are part of the 
same criminal families," have 
had to lend a hand, he said. 

Interviews with re¬ 
searchers and journalists re¬ 
produced in the book tell 
their story. 

"After they killed my fa¬ 
ther, my brother remained," 
recalls one of these women. 
"But he was gunned down in 
the most recent shootout, and 


now I have taken the reins." 

In the northwestern state of 
Sinaloa, Mexico’s main poppy 
and marijuana producing re¬ 
gion and home to leading drug 
lords, many young women 
grew up around the business. 

"They absorbed it from 
the time they were girls. They 
know what it is and how it 
works," said Santamaria. 

Women were initially re¬ 
cruited into the business to 
extract juice from poppy, a 
delicate process requiring 
gentle handling. 

"After that, they started 
transporting drugs, launder¬ 
ing money and engaging in 
so-called narco-diplomacy," 
using their charms to corrupt 
government or police offi¬ 
cials, said Santamaria. 

"Later, they started getting 
involved in operations," he 
said. 

They learned how to man¬ 
age people, run operations 
and move money, skills that 
ultimately prepared them to 
take over entire operations. 

As of October last year, 46 
female cartel leaders have been 
arrested by Mexican authori¬ 
ties, according to the country’s 
attorney general’s office. 

In the United States, 2,143 
Mexican women have been 
arrested over the past decade 
for involvement in drug traf¬ 
ficking. 

Santamaria said women 
act with more caution and use 
deadly force more sparingly 
than men. 

"Maybe this is because 
they are mothers and have 
children," argued the re¬ 
searcher, while cautioning 
that younger women were apt 
to be as bloodthirsty as men.

contingent, suffered their first 
loss to Switzerland, who 
failed to qualify for Euro 
2012, since 1956. 

Joachim Loew's Germany 
qualified for Euro 2012 with¬ 
out losing a match, but they 
have now lost two friendlies 
in succession having been de¬ 
feated 2-1 by France in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Their last friendly will be 
against Israel on May 31 be¬ 
fore embarking on their Euro 
campaign against Portugal, 
Netherlands and Denmark in 
Group B. 

"After a lot of intensive 
training sessions, ifs clear 
that we didn't concentrate 
enough and made a lot of 
mistakes. The team didn't 
function, we weren't good 
today," said Loew.

"The result is disappoint¬ 
ing," admitted the coach. "We 
took a lot of risks at the end 
of the game and were caught 
on the counter-attack. 

"But that's football and we 
need to learn the lessons." 

With Euro 2012 starting 
on June 8, Spain coach Vi¬ 
cente del Bosque fielded a 
host of fringe players with 
Barcelona and Athletic Bil¬ 
bao stars having played in 
Friday's Spanish Cup final. 

That left the door open for 
the likes of Atletico Madrid's 
Adrian Lopez to state his 
case, and he didn't disap¬

Elsewhere Saturday, there 
were wins for tournament co¬ 
hosts Poland who beat Slova¬ 
kia 1-0. 

Croatia beat Estonia 3-1, 
the Czech Republic edged Is¬ 
rael 2-1 while 2004 champi¬ 
ons Greece were held 1-1 by 
Slovenia. 

France chosen to 
host EURO 2016 

France has been selected to 
host UEFA EURO 2016, the 
first UEFA European Foot¬ 
ball Championship final 
round to feature 24 teams, 
after a decision in Geneva. 

The decision was an¬ 
nounced by UEFA president 
Michel Platini at the Espace 
Hippomene in Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

Italy were eliminated in 
the first ballot of UEFA Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee members, 
meaning France and Turkey 
entered a second ballot where 
a simple majority was re¬ 
quired to earn the right to 
stage the tournament in six 
summers' time. France won 
by a majority of one from the 
13 votes cast.

Soldado misses out de¬ 
spite scoring 17 league goals 
as his form dipped dramati¬ 
cally in the latter stages of the 
season. 

Barcelona's Pedro was re¬

(AFP)—Franchitti, who also 
won the fabled race in 2007 
and 2010, was followed 
across the finish line under a 
caution flag by Chip Ganassi 
Racing teammate Scott 
Dixon of New Zealand and 
Brazil's Tony Kanaan. 

"What a race. I think Dan 
Wheldon would be proud of 
this one," Franchitti said, 
dedicating the triumph to the 
2011 winner from England 
who was killed in a crash last 
October at Las Vegas. 

Franchitti, who fell behind 
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early after his car was struck 
on pit row, seized the lead 
from Kanaan on a restart with 
six laps to go in the 200-lap 
showdown around the 2.5 
mile (4km) Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway oval. 

After Franchitti and Dixon 
traded the lead over the next 
few laps, Sato moved past 
Dixon into second behind the 
Scotsman with two laps re¬ 
maining and made his run at 
the lead in the first turn of the 
last lap. 

Sato, trying to become the 
first Japanese driver to win an 
IndyCar race, went low on 
the inside of the track and 
side-by-side with Franchitti, 
but lost control and spun into 
the outer wall as Franchitti 
sped away for the victory. 

"I moved over and saw he 
was coming," Franchitti said. 
"I came back over and he got 
loose underneath me. I 
moved over to give him room 
and just managed to keep it 
going."

day. 

Point guard Raj on Rondo 
notched his ninth career post¬ 


season "triple-double" in 
game seven, and will be key 
to the Celtics' hopes against 
the Heat. 

The winner of the series 
will face either San Antonio 
or Oklahoma for the NBA 
title. 

Both Boston and Miami 
are dealing with key injuries. 
Heat big man Chris Bosh has 
a strained abdominial muscle 
and remains uncertain for the 
series. 

"We have to continue to 
reinvent ourselves as a bas¬ 
ketball team and that would 
be necessary with Chris here 
or not, but it's even more 
paramount now that we con¬ 
tinue to improve," Heat 
coach Erik Spoelstra said. 
"We continued our last three 
games. And, yes, we have 
reinvented ourselves to a de¬ 
gree." 

With Bosh out, Spoelstra 
said, James and Wade "have 
to give us more". 

"They know they have to 
play at a higher level," he 
said. 

The Celtics are without 
guard Avery Bradley, a strong 
defensive presence who is 
having shoulder surgery. 

The Heat and Celtics met 
in each of the past two post¬ 
seasons, Boston ousting 
Miami in the first round two 
years ago and Miami tri¬ 
umphing in the second round 
a year ago.
